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TRAVELLING CLUB LIBRARIES IN KENTUCK 


Through the cooperation of the Kentucky Library Coumission »lans 
have been completed in that State whereby the Commission will estaolish a 
limited number of travelling libraries for the use of junior club members. 
A 4-H club library as set up by the commission will contain approximately 
50 books which have been selected for club members. Any county or home 
demonstration agent in the State may obtain one of these libraries for the 
use of club members by making application to the Kentucky Library Commission 
at Francfort on application forms which have been furnished to them by tne 
state office. The anplication specifies that it must be signed by six tax- 
payers in addition to the agent, The only charge is $2 to help pay trans- 
portation, A library may be kept in a county for 60 days, The libraries 
are sent out in wooden boxes orovided with lock and key. J. W. Whitenouse, 
State leader, junior club work, says: "A majority of club members are at 
tne reading age and ought to have an opportunity to read good books. We 
feel that this plan is the first step in the solution of this problem,"

Madge J. Reese, Western States, on her trio to the Northwest, 
gave a radio talk over station KOAC, at Corvallis, Oreg. Szre said, in 
part, in sneaking of club work: "Better training will be required for tie 
work of farming in the future. Sunerior farmers and suocrior farming sare 
all a part of tne future of American agriculture. The extension service 
is right now preparing these future superior farmers and farm women in 
the boys' and girls! 4-H club work. Zach county extension agent orzan- 
izes the 4-H clubs in his or her respective county. It is safe to estin- 
ate that there have been no less than 5,000,000 different boys and girls 
enrolled in club work during the past 15 years, This means that this 
number, the majority of whom are probably still in contact wits rural life, 
have had some definite training in agriculture and home making, as well 
as other benefits, In 1928 the total national enrollment in boys! and 
girls! 4~H club work was 663,949. | 

"The 11 Western States can point with pride, in svite of the 
more sparsely settled areas, to an enrollment of 48,280, an average en- 
roliment of 4,383 boys and girls per State, You very enthusiastic 
Oregonian club boys ahd girls who might bc listening can now get ready for 
a little applause. In 1928 the State of C’eron led the 11 Western States 
with an enrollment of 11,748, Your friend to the south, California, was 
Second, and your friend to the north, Washington, was third in enrollment 
of the Western States, 

"This vast army of farm boys and girls is not only learning im- 
proved methods in livestock raisins, in the production of crops, in food 
preparation and its nutritional value, the technique of clothing construc- 
tion, making the home comfortable and attractive, and the beautification of 
the farmstead, but they are also learning to keep business records, how to 
make and proverly spend money. ‘The club work promotes organized play and 
recreation, as well as organized cooperation in work, It emphasizes the 
dignity of farm and home work well done,"
